As you are reading this letter, the young men | and. women shown above are 
in Mississippi performing an act of faith and courage that is so extraordinary 
that I find myself struggling for words to describe my feelings toward them. 


They are some of the more than 1000 volunteers who have come from all 
over our country to spend this summer in the most terror- stricken area of the 
south -- Mississippi where 900, 000 Negroes live in feudal conditions unimaginable 
to the outsider. 


The gravest of dangers await these courageous workers. Some details of 
what they face are given in the enclosed article reprinted from Newsweek. The 
first of the summer volunteers have already been arrested; project offices have 
been attacked and even bombed. God knows what may happen between now, as I 
‘write this letter, and when you receive it. 


All of us are waiting anxiously and still praying for the safety of the three 
young people who have disappeared. ۱ 


And yet, they are coming; teachers, nurses, technicians, college students, 
legal advisors -- both Negro and white. 


They are coming: ona unique mission, an unofficial peace corps for the 


south, bringing their skills and courage to communities which have been almost 
completely shut off from the American mainland.

These courageous young people will staff a wide range of programs whose goal 
is nothing less than to help bring the Mississippi Negro into the 20th century. Their 
undertakings will include: 1) the establishment of Freedom Schools teaching every- 
thing from the techniques of non-violent protest to technical skills and remedial 
reading; 2) expanded voter registration drives; 3) supporting Negro candidates for . 
public office; 4) the creation of community centers across the state. 


The director of the Mississippi Summer Project is Robert Moses, a leader 
of the Student Nonviolent Coordinating Committee, SNCC will be the driving force 
in carrying out the entire project. Bob Moses is a brilliant, 29-year old Negro 
who was educated at Hamilton and Harvard, then gave up an excellent teaching 
appointment to work in the civil rights movement. 


Not many of us can leave jobs and families to spend a whole summer in 
Mississippi. But all of us can help see to it that these courageous young people 
have enough food to eat - sorely needed books and teaching materials - medicines 
for illness and injury- legal aid to keep them (or get them) out of jail. 


These young people belong to us -- they are our sons and daughters. But just 
being proud of them won't help. "Mayor Thompson ‘of Jackson Miss. , Says "They 


won't have a chance.'' Iask you to help give them a chance by sending a generous 
contribution for the Mississippi Summer Project and to send it NOW.

MISSISSIPPI: 
Allen’s Army 


The second summer of the Negro 
revolt was still months off. But ever 
since the first, Allen Thompson, the 
graying, satin-smooth mayor of unrecon- 
structed Jackson, Miss., has been acting 
as though Armageddon were just around 
the corner. 


Girding for a new wave of civil-rights 
demonstrations this summer, Thompson 
is massing an impressive—and expensive 
—deterrent force of men and military 
hardware, To defend the capital. city of 
144,422, he is building up his young, 
tough, riot-trained police force from 390 
to 450, plus two horses and six dogs. 
The force is “twice as big as any city 
our size,” Thompson boasted last week— 
and it. will be backed by a reserve pool 
of deputies, state troopers, civilian city 
employes, and even neighborhood citi- 
zen patrols. 

With a hefty $2.2 million budget to 
spend, the department recently bought 
200 new shotguns, stockpiled tear gas, 
and issued gas masks to every man. Its 
motor fleet includes three canvas- 
canopied troop lorries, two half. ton 
searchlight trucks, and three giant trailer 
trucks to haul demonstration POW's off 
to two big detention compounds. "I 
think we can take care of 25,000," the 
` mayor said. d 


Weepers: But the pride of Allen's 


Army is Thompson’s Tank—the already 
popular nickname for a 13,000-pound 
armored battlewagon built to the ma- 
yors specifications at roughly $1 a 
pound. The twelve-man tank, abristle 
with shotguns, tear-gas guns, and a sub- 
machine gun, flopped on its first mission 
—putting down a demonstration at all- 
Negro Jackson State College two weeks 
ago. As it rolled up, a tear-gas shell 
went off inside, and all twelve men 
stumbled out crying. Nevertheless, 
Thompson says reverently: "It's a won- 
derful thing." 

Would a collision come? Thompson 
thought so—and so did the young war- 
hawks of the Student Nonviolent Co- 
ordinating Committee, already mapping 
a massive summer campaign in Missis- 
sippi. SNCC was dispatching question- 
naires last week to prospective recruits 
for its own nonviolent army of 500 to 
1,000—mostly college students—to staff

"freedom schools," community centers, 
and voter-registration drives.. “The sum- 
mer of 1964,” SNCC chairman John 
Lewis said, "could really be the year 
for Mississippi. Before the Negro people 
get the right to vote, there will have to 
be a massive confrontation, and it proba- 
bly will come this summer ... We are 
going to Mississippi full force." 

And when they come, Thompson feels 
he has the means to contain them. 
“There will be no unlawful marching 


and peaceful picketing,” he vowed. “We 
are not going to let them come into 
the downtown area.” 

The mayor insists his army is only a 
second-strike force designed to preserve 
law and order. “We have to wait,” he 
told NEwswEEx's Karl Fleming, “until 
they start trouble.". But Thompson is 
certain trouble will come. "This is it," he 
said. "They are not bluffing and we are 
not bluffing. We're going to be ready 
for them ... They won't have a chance.”

Additionally, Baldwin and Jones discussed Baldwin's 
public statement of September 18, 1963, issued at a press 
conference in New York City. According to the "New York 
Herald Tribune", September 19, 1963, Baldwin is quoted as 
bitterly criticizing the Kennedy Administration and the FBI 
for their "lack of action" following the Birmingham bombing, 
September 15, 1963. The "New York Times" of September 19, 
1963, additionally quotes Baldwin as saying "I blame J. Edgar 
Hoover in part for events in Alabama. Negroes have no cause 
to have faith in the FBI", This source also stated that Jones 
told Baldwin that he had received a call from an attorney 
"who works in an office of the Justice Department". According 
to this source, this attorney advised Jones. that Baldwin's 
statement had caused "quite a stir", stating further "you're 
going to be hearing from us". | 
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Jones further advised Baldwin that Baldwin's press 
statements were a most significant contribution. Jenes further 
stated that he was disturbed over the proposed conference of 
Negro leaders with the President scheduled for September 19, 
1963. ‘Sones felt that this conference could do more harm than 
good. Baldwin stated that he felt that Kennedy should go to 
Alabama and Jones’ replied "the President cannot be let off 
the hook on this thing". ‘Joris further added that Baldwin's 
press statement had been a ve valuable contribution and that 
it reflected that general consensus of opinion of the majority 
of Negroes in Birmingham.

This advertisement announced the formation 
of the FPCC in New York City and declared the FPCO intended 
to promulgate "the truth about revolutionary Cuba" to 
neutralize the distorted American press. 


"nhe New York Times" edition of January ll, 1961, 
reported that at a hearing conducted before the United States 
Senate Internal Security Subcommittee on January 10, 1961, Dr. 
CHARLES A. SANTOS-BUCH identified himself and ROBERT TABER 
as organizers of the FPCC. He also testified he and TABER 
obtained funds from the Cuban Government which were applied 
toward the cost of the afore-mentioned advertisement. 


on May 16, 1963, a source advised that during 
the first two years of the FPCC's existence there was a 
struggle between Communist Party (CP) and Socialist Workers 
Party (SWP) elements to exert their power within the FPCC 
and thereby influence FPCC policy. However, during the 

past year this source Observed there has been a Successful 
effort by FPCC leadership to minimize the role of these and

Mentioned as contributing a substantial sum and 
mentioned as present in the audience was Dr. ALEXANDER KATZ 
of Brooklyn. 


The meeting was chaired by JOHN HENRY FALK and 
several references were made to his recent successful libel 
suit. Mr. FALK made many comments on the current American 
foreign policy and was seemingly opposed to America's Viet 
Nam and Cuban policy. ۹ l l 


— 2 — 
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The first featured speaker was Mrs. CYRUS EATON. 
Mrs, EATON launched an attack on the press in general on 
the use of the entertainment and advertising media as an 
instrument of setting forth the policies of the American 
power structure. She attacked capitalism and charged that 
the government hired many of the demonstrators*who recently 
demonstrated against visiting Eastern European ‘diplomats 
and visitors. 


The recipient of the Thomas Paine Award was 
Me. BOBBY DILLON, the noted song writer. Mr. DILLON wore 
a dark shirt without a tie and corduroy-type jacket and 
pants as did many younger people in the audience. When the 
award was presented, Mr. DILLON was missing from the dias. 
After approximately seven or eight minutes, he was found and 
brought for the acceptance. His acceptance speech was à 
rambling, almost incoherent talk. He spoke of his great 
admiration for the student group that had gone to Cuba (as 
did almost all the other speakers). He expressed the fact 
that it was too bad that all of the people in the audience 
were not young. He commented on IEE OSWALD, stating some- 
thing to this effect: "I see a lot of myself in LEE OSWALD. 
I don!t mean I would go so far as to shoot anyone." At this 
point the audience, which had been growing restless, began 
to hiss and boo and they yelled, "No." Mr. DILLON tried to 
gracefully back out of this faux-pas. This statement created 
a tremendous stir for the rest of the evening and many of the 
following speakers commented on Me. DILLON!s speech and also 
attempted to interpret it. 


Another speaker was a Mr. BIDERMAN, who was 
identified as one of the Hollywood Eleven, His was a speech 
which involved the collection of funds through the audience. 
‘He also introduced the rest of the guests on the dias and 
told each of their stories. Their problems were described 
as a type of fight that the Emergency Civil Liberties Committee 
is carrying on. Among the people introduced was the leader of 
the young student group that went to Cuba recently against 
the wishes af the government. Also introduced was a member of 
the Lincoln Brigade, and many others. 


l Mr, CORLISS LAMONT was also present and made a 
brief statement. 


a. de 
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The final speaker of the evening was 
JAMES BALDWIN. His speech consisted of a vigorous 
description of his theories on the meaning of Negro 
subjugation and its damaging effect on the entire American 
community. His speech was extremely well received. He 
made the statement that he was not very interested in 
Mr. J. EDGAR HOOVER's recommendation that the Negro in his 
quest for equality should not fight established institutions. 
It was Mr. BALDWIN's premise that these established institu- 
tions have offered the Negro no real help and have in fact 
tended tonaintain his lowly state. He mentioned that the 
ben on travel to Cuba was quite incomprehensible to him 
since as a Negro he was better off vacationing in Havana 
than in Miami Beach no matter what the type of system was 
in effect in Cuba. He advocated unlimited issuance of 
passports to everyone to go anywhere. He stated that he and 
many other Negro leaders were well aware that the Communists 
offered no solution to the Negro problem and that this was 
quite obvious since they promised much but all Negroes knew 
that it was impossible to fulfill these promises. ۱ 


The speakers claimed that there were 1,500 people 
in the ballroom. Tbe ballroom was filled with round tables 
which seated approximately 10 people each, and the entire 
floor of the ballroom was covered with tables. There did not 
seem to be many empty seats. | 


The formal part of the meeting began approximately 
at 8:30 and ended at approximately 11:00 p.m. 


There were several announcements of large donations; 
a rough guess of the total donations is $12,000. This 
included à large gift by CORLISS LAMONT. There were also 
many similar donations mentioned. There was a donation from 
a Theatre Union which was said to be present.

In nis speech, BALDWIN stated he was not very 
interested in the recommendation of Mr. J. EDGAR HOOVER 4 
that the Negro in his quest for equality should not 
fight establisned institutions. BALDWIN contended 
that these established institutions have offered the 
Negro no real help and have, in fact, tended to 
maintain the Negro's lowly state. 


BALDWIN further stated that the ban on travel 
to Cuba was incomprehensible to him since he, as a Negro, 
was better off vacationing in Havana than in Miami Becet 
no matter what type of system was in effect in Cuba. 

He advocated unlimited issuance of passports to everyone 


. to go ۵ ۰ 
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BALDWIN stated he and many other Negro Samb 220 


were well aware that the Conmunists offered no solution 
to the Negro problem and that this was quite obvious 
since they, the Communists, promised much but all 
Negroes knew that it was impossible to fulfill these 
promises. 


On December 16, 1963, NY T-/ advised that 
in his speech at the ECLC Dinner at the Hotel Americana, 
New York City, on December 13, 1963, BALDWIN stated 
"I have never been afraid of Russia, China or Cuba, 
but I am terrified of this country”. He went on to 
state that opothy allows thousands of people, not 
only Negro but also white, in the South to perish. 
He said tho white person in the South does these 
things because ne was told to do so generations ago 
and could never allow himself to fall below the 
level of the Negro. 


"Tho Evening Star", a Washington, D. C, 
daily newspaper, in its edition of November 6, 1963, 
carried an article captioned "Negro Authors Stress 
Truth and Survival" concerning a symposium on the 
"Negro writer in American society", which was held 
at Howard University on the evening of November 5, 
1963. At this symposium, BALDWIN remarked, "My 
problem is to tell the truth and survive society 
while doing it". The article states BALDWIN 
continued that the role of the writer is to 
excavate the real history of the country. BALDWIN 
described the American mind as one of "fantastic 
confusion". He said Americans want to believe 
things which are not really true. The article 
quoted BALDWIN as saying “White Americans think 
this is a beautiful and wonderful country... 


and this is not true. The Negro is the only 


person who can unearth the truth about this country", 
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The June 12, 1963 edition of the "ftc 
Post and Times Herald", a daily newspaper pub? 
Washington, D. C., carried an article captioned 
"Freedom Riders Acclaimed in Talks to Fixed Audience 
in D. C, Church". ‘This article concerted a meeting 
ar. the All Souls Unitarian Church on the evening of 
June 11, 1963, and states, "The author JAMES BALDWIN 
declared at the mass rally for Original Freedom Riders, 
"What we are here to aceomplish is the kmerican 
Revolution'... 'The question that must be decided 
is: Am Ea man or am I not? And if I an not, then 
white man, mat ore you!“.

Relet enclosed copies of a mimeographed anonymous 
letter prepared by the Laboratory for use by the New York 
Office in a disruption tactic against the SWP. The New York 
Office had suggested this letter to bring discredit upon 
the Party in the Negro eivil rights field, specifically 
through the activities of the SUP-controlled Committee To 
Aid The Monroe Defendants (CAMD).

This advertisement announced the formation 
of the FPCC in New York City and declared the FPCC intended 
to promulgate "the truth about revolutionary Cuba" to 
neutralize the distorted American press. 


"The New York Times" edition of January 11, 1961, 
reported that at a hearing conducted before the United States 
Senate Internal Security Subcommittee on January 10, 1961, Dr. 
CHARLES A. SANTOS-BUCH identified himself and ROBERT TABER . 
as organizers of the FPCC, He also testified he and TABER. 
obtained funds from the Cuban Government which were applied 
toward the dost of the afore-mentioned advertisement. 


On May 16, 1963, a source advised that during 
the first two years of the FPCC's existence there was a 
struggle between Communist Party (CP) and Socialist Workers 
party (SWP) elements to exert their power within the FPCC 
and thereby influence FPCC policy. However, during the 
past year this source observed there has been a successful 
effort by FPCC leadership to minimize the role of these and 
other organizations in the FPCC so that today their influence 
is negligible.

CHINA DAILY NEWS 


On May 19, 1964, a source advised that the "China 
Daily News" (CDN) was founded in 1940 by a group of Chinese 
Communists and that the persons who controlled its policies 
from then to the present time have all been known to him as 
Chinese Communist leaders within the Chinese Communist 
movement in the New York area. 


LOUIE TOM, a former employee of the CDN stated 
on October 30, 1962, that the people in the Chinese 
Community consider the CDN to be in favor of the Chinese 
Communists, and he now believes that they are correct. He 
stated that he and many other Chinese began reading the CDN 
because it reprinted stories from the homeland. He conceded 
that most of these stories favored the Chinese Communists. 


The CDN, on December 29, 1962, contained an 
article on page 1 which stated that the financial situation 
has become more acute in recent days, and in order to operate 
it was necessary to economize. The article also stated that 
the CDN would only be published twice weekly, on Wednesdays 
and Saturdays. 


Another source has advised during 1963 and 1964 
that the CDN receives current news releases from the China 
News Service.

A source advised on October 10, 1961, that the 
Committee tó Aid the Monroe Defendants (CAMD) was formed 
during September, 1961, by the Socialist Workers Party

Source advised on May 6, 1964, that the aims 
of the CAMD were to afford financial support and counsel 
for ROBERT F. WILLIAMS and four other defendants who were 
involved in à racial incident on August 27, 1961, at 
Monroe, North Carolina. The SWP hoped to dramatize this 
incident nationally and internationally through the CAMD 
and this attract individuals to the SWP aims and principles 
by nizz7lng a leading role in the integration struggle. The 
CAMD was also active in promoting the philosophy of utilizing 
counbter-viclence to achieve integration as espoused by 
WILLIAMS. 


According to the source, the organization and 
impetus of CAMD activities throughout the various parts 
of the United States, such as obtaining sponsors and the 
raising of funds, were the results of the efforts of p 
various SWP branches.

weekly SWP newspaper, stated the CAMD suspended activities.

Meeting to honor MORTON SOBELL on his 50th 
Birthday, held on Tuesday, April 11th at 

7 PM at the Hunter College Assembly Hall, 
69th Street and Lexington Ave., New York,

The areas both inside and outside the 
auditorium were very quiet and orderly 
prior to and during the meeting - no

Attendance at the meeting was 1,000 to 
1,200. Only "student types" present 
apparently were with parents. Most were 
neatly dressed, normal appearing men and

Guardian. Fort Hood 3, etc. 
Tho program was &5 follows:

(c) Dr. HENRY LINSHITZ, a nuclear physicist

Talk by LINSHITZ; Discussed the failure 
of the "scientific community" to come 

to SOBELL's aid during the investigation 
and trial. Stated that he himself was 
also guilty of failing to recognize the 
significance of this event and the 
importance of defending the free exchange 
of scientific information. He devoted 
most of his talk to an "explanation" 

of the stolen drawing of the ٤8 
section of an implosion type type weapon 
showing the shaped explosive charges, 
plutanium core, etc. His whole point 

was that the drawing did not contain 
enough significant data to be considered 
a critical Top Secret document. He made 
no effort to deny that the document was 
illegally transferred to Soviet agents. 
Although unstated, his argument was based 
upon the assumption that since the data 
stolen and transmitted was of insignificant 
value, there was no crime. From a 
technical point of view, his technical 
statements were correct but only simplified - 
however his conclusion and interpretation 
of the data were not valid. No comments 
or questions from the audience. 


Talk by MORRISON: Discussed the history of 
the whole development of the atom bomb - 
Manhattan Project, work in Chicago, Los 
Alamos, etc. ‘Traced the development of 
the philosophies regarding the use of 
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. atomic weapons as held by scientists. 


Also discussed the reasóns why the 
philosophies of military tactics and: 
strategy developed for the war against 
Japan were not valid for post World E. 
War II defense. Made no statements "n 
favoring or condemning the actions and 
motives of the United States, Russia, 

Red China, etc. He reaffirmed the opinions 
previously stated by LINSHIIZ. 


An interesting aspect of the meeting 

was the fact that no speaker.made any 

of the usual accusations of the United 
States in respect to imperialistic 
domination of the world, "witch hunting", 
persecution of minorities, cult of the 
military mind, etc. Neither did they 
praise Russia, Red China, North Vietnam, 
etc. Communism and anti-Communism were 
not mentioned. LINSHITZ's talk was 
primarily based upon a psuedo-scientific 
evaluation of the evidence and the 
miscarriage of justice resulting thereupon 
MORRISON covered the philosophies of 
nuclear scientists during World War IT 
and the "errors" in the basic assumption 
of our post war policies of containnent, 
massive retalliation, ete. - surprizingly 
free of moral judgement &nd propoganda. Ld 
The Vietnam War was never mentioned. To 
the uninitiated and gullible, the meeting 
was free of any Communist influence; 
those participating were not involved

ORGANIZATION OF AFRO-AMERICAN UNITY, INCORPORATED (OAAU) 


On June 28, 1964, MALCOLM X LITTLE, founder and 
leader of the Muslim Mosque, Incorporated (MMI), publicly 
announced the. formation of a new, all Negro, militant civil 

rights action group to be known as the Organization of Afro- 
American Unity (OAAU), with himself as Chairman. This 
announcement was made at a public rally held by the MMI in 
s Audubon Ballroom, Broadway and 166th Street, New York 

y. 


A printed and published statement of basic OAAU 
aims read by MALCOIM X at this meeting indicates that it shall 
include "all" people of African descent in the Western 
Hemisphere, as well as "our" brothers and sisters on the 
African continent. It is patterned after the "letter and spirit! 
of the Organization of African Unity established (by African 
heads of States) at Addis Ababa, Ethiopia, in May, 1963. 


A recording of the remarks of MALCOLM X at this 
meeting indicates that the aim of the OAAU is to eliminate 
differences between Negroes so they can work together for 
"human rights", while the initial objective is to "internation- 
alize" the American civil rights movement by taking it to the 
United Nations. LITTLE condemned the non-violent civil rights 
movement and claims that Negroes should be taught to protect 
themselves, when and if necessary.: The OAAU will sponsor a 
program for Negroes in education, politics, culture, economics, 
and social reform. ۱ ۱ l ` 


MALCOIM X was assassinated on February 21, 1965, 
while addressing an OAAU rally at the Audubon Ballroom, New 
E" York City. 


On April 13, 1965, a confidential source advised 
that on March 26, 1965, the OAAU filed a Certificate of 

. Incorporation with the Department of State, State of New York, 
Albany, New York, and henceforth, the organization's true 
name will be Organization of Afro-American Unity, Incorporated.

advised that the president and head of the OAAU is ELLA 
COLLINS, a half-sister of the late MAICOLM X, who resides in

On February 21, 1968, NY T-1, who has furnished‏ 
reliable information in the past, advised that there was‏ 
a gathering at the auditorium of Intermediate School 201‏

NYC), at about 9:00 AM on February 21, 1968. This was.‏ 
a memorial to the late Malcolm X and was reportedly‏ 
sponsored by the Afro-American Students Association.‏ 


NY T-1 advised that the auditorium was full to 
capacity, with approximately 700 persons in attendance 
and the audience was composed of a few school teachers, 
some small school children; however, most of those present 
were adult Negroes. ۱ 


NY T-1 identified the speakers at this memorial 
as Conrad Lynn, Attorney, James Baldwin, Negro author, . 
Leroi Jones, Negro playwright, Betty Shabazz, widow of ۱ 
Malcolm X,an unknown female from Chicago and who was report- 
edly a friend of Shabazz, and Herman Ferguson. |

NY T-1 advised that Conrad Lynn spoke 
generally about the need for defeating the present govern- 
mental power structure. Leroi Jones takled about tbe need 
for getting guns and that everyone should know how to use 
guns. Betty Shabazz talked about her husband, Malcolm X 
and their children. James Baldwin also spoke and furnished 
a general tribute to Malcolm X. i | 


NY T-1 stated that a skit was put on by six or 
seven persons who were reportedly associated with Leroi 
Jones. This skit pointed out how the Negro has been taken 
advantage of by the white man and one of the participants 
wore a white mask. 


NY T-1 continued to relate that Herman Ferguson, 
who identified himself as the President of the Jamaica Rifle 
and Pistol Club (JRPC), also spoke at this memorial. 


"Ferguson indicated that he was familiar with guns and stated 


when "they go deer hunting this summer", they should know 
how to use their weapons. Ferguson 0 commented that if . 
the school offícials had refused permission to use the 
auditorium, they would have used it anyway.

An article appeared in the February 22, 1968 
issue of the’ "New York Times", a NYC daily newspaper. 
This article, appearing on page one, captioned: "Negroes 
Urged At I,S, 201 To Arm For !'Self-Defense'", reads as 
follows in part: 


"About 600 Negroes attending & memorial | 
program for Malcolm X held at Intermediate School 201 in 
East Harlem, were urged to obtain weapons for 'self- 
defense! against whites and to practice using them so 


that when the 'hunting season! came they would be ready." 


"mhe exhortation was given by Herman B. Ferguson, 
who was suspended last summer as an assistant principal at 
a Queens public school after being accused of conspiraing to 
murder moderate Negro leaders. Mr. Ferguson, who has denied 
the charge, is serving as a paid adviser to the local 


governing board of I.S. 201 while out on bail." 


The article goes on further to report: 


"In a presentation put on by Leroi Jones, the 
militant Negro writer, and his Spirit House Movers and 
Players', one performer recited, ۱۸ 11 white people will be 
killed. All niggers will die with them!." a ۱

Still another article concerning this memorial 
was contained on page 2M of the "Daily News", dated ۱ 
February 22, 1968, a.daily newspaper of NYC. This article 
contained the following comments in part from the article 
captioned: "U.S, Is Called '4th Reich' At Malcolm Rite." 


“Negroes were urged to arm themselves in 'self- 
defense! and the United States was denounced as 'the fourth 
Reich! at a memorial program for Malcolm X staged yesterday 
at embattled Intermediate School 201 in East Harlem. 


"Herman Ferguson, administrative assistant to the 
so-called Governing Board of the school, told the audience 
of nearly 1,000 that in the event of the summer riots, ‘if. 
you die, try to take someone with you!." ۱ |

Hall of Pratt Institute, Dekalb Avenue, Brooklyn, New York, 
which began at about 7:00 PM and terminated at 10;30 PM 

on February 21, 1968. Approximately 400 - 500 persons were 

n attendance, mostly all Negroes, with a few whites inter- 
dispersed. 


NY T-2 stated that the speakers at this service 
were; 


Robert Carson of Brooklyn Congress of Racial 
Equality (CORE); James Baldwin, Negro author; Miss Val | 
Gray Ward, from Chicago, Illinois, and not further identi- 
fied, Roland Berland and John Marsh, both of the Afro- 
American Students Asssociation, and Hermaa Ferguson of 
the JRPC. | l 

NY T-2 further advised that Betty Shabazz, widow 


of Malcolm X was also introduced at the memorial and a 
recording of a Malcolm X speech was played. 


NY T-2 also stated that Robert Carson, in his 
speech, referred to the whites in the audience as "Honkies*, 
but all of the speakers generally gave tribute to Malcolm - 
X and called for black unity. i

NY T-1 stated that this service was sponsored 
by the American Mau Mau and that the two speakers at this 
memorial were Charles 37 X Kenyatta, leader of the Mau 
Maus, and Ella Collins of the OAAU and half sister of 
Malcolm X. 


NY T-1 further related that Ella Collins spoke 
of Malcolm X's efforts to bring about black unity and. 
commented that Malcolm X was killed by his own people. 
The main speaker at this affair was Kenyatta who stated 
that all the current black nationalists are misleading the 
Negro people. Kenyatta also called the Minutemen, J. Edgar 
Hoover's Private Army.

NY T-1 further advised that & tape recording 
of one of Malcolm X's speeches was also played at the 
memorial and several uniformed members of the Mau Maus were 
in the audience, along with such black nationalist notables 
as Mary Kochiyama and Jim Lawson, both of NYC. This memorial 
was attended by only 125 people and the service terminated 
at about 10:30 PM.

The American Mau Mau was organized in Harlem, 
New York City, by CHARLES MORRIS, also known as Charles © 
Kenyatta, and Charles 37X, in the Fall of 1966. A sources 
advised that the following are the aims and objectives of 
the Mau Mau, as stated on a form distributed to new members: 


"The Mau Mau Society is a group of Afro-American 
militants and semi-militants who, under the direction and 
leadership of Charles Kenyatta, Chairman and Founder, have 
come together to further, or help further, the cause of Black 
Liberation on a world-wide as well as national scale. The 
Mau Mau Society is not a true organization in the true sense 
of the term organization but, rather, as stated, a society, 

a Black Society. The Mau Mau membership may come from many 
and any walk of life. They are bound together by one common 
thought, BLACK LIBERATION AND BLACK FREEDOM, NOW! This is 
the common thought, dream and goal. Membership in the Mau 
Mau body is unrestricted save that the applicant be Black, 
Afro-American in particular or any Black Person in genera-. 
Age, sex, previous or present affiliation or membership in 
any other group or organization, religion, etc., of an 
applicant for membership shall have no bearing upon acceptance 
or rejection of that application. He welcomes brothers and . 
sisters of any and all beliefs and persuasions, requiring 
only that such sister or brother be in tune in some way with 
the Black Revolution and be BLACK," | ar |

The "Minutemen" was organized in June, 1960. Its 
present headquarters are Norborne, Missouri. ROBERT B, DE PUGH, 
Norborne, Missouri, has been publicly identified as the National 
Coordinator of the organization. DE PUGH has stated the 
membership of the "Minutemen" to be in excess of 35,000 members, 
however, confidential sources state this figure is greatly 
exaggerated and that a more true estimate would be between 800 
and 2,000 members. Statements by De Puch and literature 7 
distributed by the organization indicate its purpose to be | "ES 
‘the resistance to, and exposure of, the spread of Communist 
influence within the United States; for the formation of 
a guerrilla or underground organization to combat the troops of 
any foreign powers which might eventually occupy this country; 
and resist passage of laws which would regulate private ownership 
of firearms. i

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The Kansas City Star newspaper has on numerous occasions 
contained articles concerning the "Minutemen", wherein it was 
stated that members of the organization participate in maneuvers 
utilizing guerrilla tactics with machine guns, mortars, grenades, 
and other firearms; DE PUGH has publicly stated the "Minutemen" 
as an organization does not buy or store arms or ammunition; 
however, individual members are urged to maintain arms and ۱ 
ammunition, which is their constitutional right, "Minutemen" has . 
given instructions in the use of explosive compounds from such 
réadily accessible ingredients as common fertilizer, ammonium 
nitrate. ROBERT DE PUGH, alone with his close associate “ALTER 
PATRICK PEYSON and TROY HAUGHTON, Vest Coast Regional 
Coordinator, were convicted in U.S. District Court of 
violation of the Federal Firearms Act. All were sentenced to 
prison and all are free on bond pending their appeales to the 8th 
Circuit Court of Appeals, St. Louis, Missouri, .

On October 30, 1966, the New York City Police 
Department arrested 19 members of the "Minutemen", charging 
them with "conspiracy to commit arson", and "Illegal possession 
. of firearms", An inventory of firearms seized as a result of 
these arrests included 115 rifles, 26 handguns, 8 automatic 
weapons, 3 bazookas, 2 mortars, 1 anti-tank eun and an unknown 
quantity of ammunition. "E 
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In April, 1966, DE PUGH stated the "Minutemen" 
organization was then dividing itself into two bodies: One 
group to be members who have been able to maintain their 
identity in complete secrecy from the public and government 
investicative agencies, and the other group to be made up of 
members who have been publicly identified and who will become 
active in the Patriotic Party. The first group will go 
completely underground and will continue to emphasize 
intelligence activities and resistance warfare training 
programs, The first national convention of the Patriotic 
Party was held July 3 and 4, 1966, at Kansas City, Missouri, 
with DE PUGH actinz as chairman. About 300 individuals 
attended this convention, The second annual convention of: 
the Patriotic Party was held July 2, 3 and 4, 1967, Kansas 
City, Kansas, with approximately 240 persons attending. 

DE PUGE resigned as National Chairman at the convention, 
however, he stated he would continue in an advisory capacity.

an article on page 20 which indicated that MALCOLM X (LITTLE) 
former national official of the Nation of Islam (NOI) who 
broke with the NOI on March 8, 1964, publicly announced in 
New York City on March 12, 1964, that he had formed the Muslim 
Mosque, Incorporated (MMI). The MMI, according to the article 
would be a broadly based politically oriented black nationalist 
movement for Negroes only, financed by voluntary contributions. 
In this public statement MALCOLM X,urged Negroes to abandon 
the doctrine of non-violence when it is necessary to defend | 
themselves in the civil rights struggle, and he also suggested 
that Negroes form rifle clubs to protect their lives and 
property in time of emergencies in areas where the govern- 
ment is unable or unwilling to protect them.

A printed and published statement of basic OAAU aims 
read by Malcolm X at this meeting indicates that it shall inciude 
"all" people of African descent in the Western Hemisphere, as 

well as "our" brothers and sisters on the African continent. It - 
is patterned after the "letter and spirit" of the Organization of 
African Unity established (by African Heads of States) at 

Addis Ababa, Ethiopia, in May, 1963. i 


A recording of the remarks of Malcolm X at this 

meeting indicates that the aim of the OAAU is to eliminate 
differences between Negroes so they can work together for "human 
rights," which the initial objective is to "internationalize" the 
American civil rights movement by taking it to the United Nations. 
Little condemned the nonviolent civil rights movement and claims 
that Negroes should be taught to protect themselves, when and if 
necessary. The OAAU will sponsor a program for Negroes in 
education, politics, culture, economics, and social reform. 


Malcolm X was assassinated on February 21, 1965, while | 
addressing an UAAU rally at the Audubon Ballroom, New York City. 


On Aprii 13, 1965, a source advised that

Un-American Activities (HCUA) as a communist front. Braden 
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was sentenced to prison for contempt of the HCUA. 


The 1-10-63 issue of the "National Guardian" revealed 
that Baldwin was among the signers of a statement urging the 
Anti-Defamation Leagtie to withdraw its award, "democratic legacy," 
to President Kennedy unless the Department of Justice drops 
its "harassment" of William Worthy, Jr. Worthy is a Negro 
journalist who has been in trouble with United States officials 
as „„ without a passport both through Red China and 
to Cuba. 


The 4-17-61 issue of the "National Guardian" announced 
a rally to abolish the HCUA and Baldwin was listed as.a sponsor 
of the rally, In April, 1962, Baldwin was among the 550 
signers of a clemency petition for convicted communist Junius 
Scales who was convicted for violating the Smith Act. 


The 5-17-63 issue of "Time" magazine devotes its 
cover to Baldwin and the magazine describes some of his recent 
efforts in behalf of integration, He is described as a 
"nervous, slight, almost fragile figure, filled with frets 
and fears, Ie is effeminate in manner, drinks considerably, 
smokes cigarettes in chains and he often looses his audience p 
with overblown arguments.“ The Hay, 1963, issue of"Mademoiselle" 
contains an interview-type article with James Baldwin in which 
he gibes to both whites and Negroes concerning the Negro 
situation in the United States, During this article he indicated 
that he was illegitimate, On the subject of homosexuality, 
Baldwin states "American males are the only people I've ever 
encountered in the world who are willing to go on the needle 
before they'll go to bed with each other. Because they're 
afraid of this, they don't know how to go to bed with women 
either, I've known people who literally died out of this panic.

A United Press International release dated April 29, 
1963, revealed that David Susskind was fired on that day by the 
Metropolitan Broüdcasting Company and his television program 
"Open End" was being removed from the air. According to the 
news release a dispute between Susskind and the television 
broádcasting company started when Susskind announced plans to 
present author James Baldwin and singer Harry Belafonte on a 
program called "The American Negro Speaks His Mind," Officials 
of the television company objected to the program by Susskind 
on the basis that the combination of Baldwin and Belafonte 
"would not offer a broad enough basis of enlightened opinion."

MAY 29 — The meeting in New 
York on May 24 between Attor- 
ney General Robert Kennedy and 
a group of Negroes invited by 
novelist James Baldwin has 
thrown a scare into the Kennedy 
administration. The meeting was 
designed as part of the attempt 
of the Kennedys to head off and 
control the struggle for Negro 
equality and keep it within the 
bounds of gradualism. But it did 
not work out that way. 

The Negroes present gave Ken- 
nedy a glimpse of the real mood 
of the country’s black masses and

According to the "New York 
Herald Tribune", September 19, 1963, Baldwin is quoted as 
bitterly eriticizing the Kennedy Administration and the FBI 
for their "lack of action" following the Birmingham bombing, 
September 15, 1963. The "New York Times" of September 19, 
1963, additionally quotes Baldwin as saying "I blame J. Edgar 
Hoover in part for events in Alabama. Negroes have no cause 
to have faith in the FBI", This source also stated that Jones 
told Baldwin that he had received a call from an attorney 
"who works in an office of the Justice Department". According 
to this source, this attorney advised Jones that Baldwin's 
statement had caused "quite a stir", stating further n qui re 
going to be hearing from us". 


Jones further advised Baldwin that Baldwin's press 
statements were a most significant contribution. Jones further 
stated that he was disturbed over the proposed conference of 
Negro leaders with the President scheduled for September 19, 
1963. Jones felt that this conference could do more harm than 
good.

This letter stated BALDWIN, on 6/25/63, received 
a cablegrammed invitation to visit Cuba in connection with 
l ۱ the 10th anniversary of the "26th of July Movement", and, 
as a result of this invitation, the "New Yorker" magazine 
requested BALDWIN to undertake a specific writing assignment 
in connection with such a trip to Cuba. 


The letter advises they have informed BALDWIN travel 
to Cuba without a specially validated passport is a violation

The letter stated BALDWIN has a passport, and he has 
informed them he has had one for several years. The letter 
requested that BALDWIN be issued a special permit for travel 
to Cuba. 


Also attached to the renewal application was a 
Passport Office memorandum dated 8/1/63 advising that CLARENCE B. 
JONES of the law firm of Lubell, Lubell and Jones had informed 
that BALDWIN was not going to Cuba at that time but was going 
to France, and if he decided to go to Cuba at a later date, he 
would reapply for validation of his passport for such travel.

CHARLES A. SANTOS-BUCH identified himself and ROBERT TABER 
as organizers of the FCC. He aiso testified he and TABER 
obtained funds from the Cuban Government which were applied 
toward the cost o? the afore-mentioned advertisement. 


On May 16, 1963, a source advised that during 
the first two years of the FPCC'S existence there was a 
struggle between Communist Party (CP) and Socialist Workers 
Party (SWP) elements to exert their power within the FPCC 
and thereby influence FPCC policy. However, during the 
past year this source observed there has been a successful 
effort by FPCC leadership to minimize the role of these and 
other organizations in the FPCC so that today their influence 
is negligible.

jailed in Monroe, North Carolina, on "trumped up kidnapping 
chavzes." This letter further stated that help was needed 
by members of the Afro-Anerican community in ;lonroe, North 
Cer2lina, many of whom had lost their jobs or were cut off 
wet?zvo rolls because of their ties with ROBERT F. WILLIAMS.

NEW YORK COUNCIL TO ABOLISH 
THE HOUSE UN-AMERICAN ACTIVITIES 
COMMITTEE 


On March 9, 1961, a source advised that the 
New York Council To Abolish the Un-American Activities 
Committee (NYCAUAC), 150 West 34th Street, New York City, 
New York, was formed at a meeting held in New York City 
on November 17, 1960. This organization was founded 
principally through the efforts of FRANK WILKINSON, 
Field Representative of the National Committee To Abolish 
the Un-American Activities Committee (NCAUAC). 


A second source advised on September 17, 1952, 
that FRANK WILKINSON was a Communist Party member as of 
September, 1952, 


A third source furnished on September 14, 1961, a 
copy of resolutions of the New York Council to Abolish the 
House Un-American Activities Committee (NYCAHUAC) which 
were adopted by the NYCAHUAC. One such resolution affirmed 
the intention to continue to work for the abolition of the 
House Committee on Un-American Activities (HCUA) and to 
continue its efforts to broaden the participation in this 
fight. Another resolution accepted as a modus vivendi the 
Suggestion of the Field Representative of the "National 
Committee to Abolish the HCUA" (NCAHUAC) namely that local 
abolition committees may identify and co-ordinate their 
efforts as closely as they desire with NCAHUAC, still 
maintaining their autonomy for as flexible and independent 
a program as possible. 


Various sources have advised during March, 1962, 
that Communist Party (CP) members in the New York City area 
have been solicited to support activities of the NYCAHUAC 
during attendance at CP club meetings, 


On May 6, 1963, the first source advised that the 
NYCAHUAC continues to function from its office at 150 West 
34th Street, New York City, New York.

The Washington, D. C., Chapter of the Congress of 
Racial Equality held a mass rally for the "Original Freedom Riders" 
in Washington on June 11, 1961. Among the speakers at this rally 
was James Baldwin. During his talk, Baldwin stated, in substance, 
that the West should re-evaluate its international policies in view 
of the potential strength of the new Afro-Asian countries. He stated 
that the white race had better realize the emerging strength of the 
Negro and that he would not care to be in the shoes of the white man 
when the African nations become stronger. 


The "New York Herald Tribune" of June 17, 1961; in 
its "Letters to the Editor section, carried a letter by James Baldwin 
and William Styron which advocated abolishment of capital punish- 
ment. This letter stated in part that H there were a shred of proof 
that the death penalty actually served to inhibit crime, that would 
be sufficient reason--even from the point of view of 'misguided 
do-gooders,' as J. Edgar Hoover calls its opponents--to maintain 
it." It goes on to state that Mr. Hoover is not a lawgiver, nor is 
there any reason to suppose him to be a particularly profound student 
of human nature. He is a law enforcement officer. It is appalling 
that in this capacity he not only opposes the trend of history among 
civilized nations, but uses his enormous power and prestige to 
corroborate the blindest and basest instincts of the retaliatory mob." 


On June 2, 1961, the Liberation Committee for 
Africa (LCA) held a “first anniversary” celebration at the 
Martinique Hotel, New York City, James Baldwin, author, was 
listed as one of the principal speakers. During his address, 
Baldwin stated that he had spent the past nine years in Paris and 
advised that a period of revolution confronted the world and that 
America has taken a position throughout the world against revolutions. 
Baldwin asserted that only in revolution could the problems of the 
United States be solved. p 


Tt is understood that certain local chapters of the 
Socialist Workers Party have given support to the Liberation 
Committee for Africa. The March 24, 1961, issue of Young 
Socialist Alliance Newsletter, which recognizes the Socialist 


ہو 
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Workers Party as the only existing political party capable. of 
providing the working class with political leadership, has given 
strong support to the LCA. The LCA claims to provide a public 
forum for African freedom fighters and to re-establish awareness 
of the common cultural heritage of Afro-Americans with their 
African brothers. 


۱ The name of James Baldwin appears as a sponsor on 
a news release communication in August, 1961, from the Carl 
Braden clemency appeal committee which was being distributed 
by the Southern Conference Educational Fund (SCEF). The SCEF 
is the successor organization to the Southern Conference for 
Human Welfare desceibed by the HCUA as a communist front 
organization. It is noted that on May 1, 1961, Carl Braden and 
Frank Wilkinson went to prison to begin a one-year sentence for 
contempt of the HCUA. The SCEF was endeavoring to obtain 
signatures in connection with a petition to President Kennedy for 
executive clemency for Braden and Wilkinson. 


The April 17, 1961, issue of the "National Guardian" 
which the HCUA cites as a virtual official propaganda arm of 
Soviet Russia contained an advertisement announcing a rally to 
abolish the HCUA on Friday, April21, 1961, in New York City. 
James Baldwin, writer, was listed as a sponsor supporting the 
rally. 


The April 20, 1962, issue of "New America, an 
official publication of "Socialist Party--Social Democratic 
Federation, contains a clemency petition for convicted communist 
Junius Scales who was serving a six-year sentence in Lewisburg 
Penitentiary under the membership clause of the Smith Act. The 
petition was sent to President Kennedy on April 3, 1962, and 
allegedly contained the signatures of 850 prominent citizens" 
among whom was James Baldwin. 


JAMES BALDWIN 


Scales, who had a long history of membership and 
leadership in the CPUSA, was convicted in February, 1958, for 
-: — violating the Smith Act. He was sentenced to six years in the 
Federal penitentiary, and after exhausting all appeals, be began 
serving his sentence on October 2, 1961. 


On Christmas Eve, 1962, President Kennedy commuted 
Scales’ sentence which he was serving in Lewisburg, Pennsylvania. 
During his trial and in connection with appeal motions subsequent to 
it, Scales endeavored to characterize himself as an ex-communist 
who had chosen to go to jail rather than name his former associates 
in the CP. 


The cover of the May 17, 1963, issue of "Time" 
magazine is devoted to author James Baldwin. The cover story 
describes some of Baldwin's recent efforts in behalf of the 
American Negro's integration movements, He is described as 
"a nervous, slight, almost fragile figure, filled with frets and 
fears. He is effeminate in manner, drinks considerably, smokes 

۱ cigarettes in chains and he often looses his audience with overblown 
۱ | arguments. | 


The May, 1963, issue of Mademoiselle contains an 
interview-type article with James Baldwin which Was:peirbob * sees then 
currently being carried by the magazine under the caption 
"Disturber of the Peace."

and in a way stand between him and her. 
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On the subject of homosexuality, Baldwin stated

literally died out of this panic. I don't know what homosexual means 
any more, and Americans don't either...

In connection with a discussion of why he feels 
Attorney General Robert Kennedy, the Justice Department and 
President Kennedy are ineffective in dealing with discrimination 
with the Negroes in the South, Baldwin makes the statement that 
he is weary af being told that desegregation is legal. He then states 
". . because first of all you have to get Eastland out of Congress and 
get rid of the power that he wields there. You've got to get rid of 
J. Edgar Hoover and the power that he wields. If one could get rid 
of just those two men, or modify their power, there would be a 
great deal more hope.

Baldwin had agreed to attend a Students for a Democratic Society 
meeting entitled "Black Power and Its Challenges" at the University 
of California at Berkeley. On 2/21/68 Baldwin spoke at memorial 
services in NYC for Malcolm X, leader of the Muslim Mosque, Inc., who 
was assassinated. He labeled the U.S. as the "Fourth Reich" which 
was built on the principles of slavery and drudgery. He was scheduled 
to participate in a benefit performance on 3/12/68 at Town Hall, 
New York City, to raise funds for artists who were in legal difficulty 
because of demonstrations or censorship of work or similar circumstances.

1. Baldwin : Il est difficile de s'ima- 
giner plus jeune qu'on ne l'est. Mais je 
pense que je ne Serais pas venu en 
France. Depuis 1947, la France a 
beaucoup changé. Les Etats-Unis et le 
monde aussi. Et les Noirs. Une des 
différences essentielles entre la nou- 
velle -génération et moi, c'est que le 
tableau de ce passé que j'ai esquissé 
n'est plus aussi marqué. Le ris 
qu'un Noir pouvait avoir de lui-même 
est beaucoup moins fort aujourd'hui. 
Le monde blanc n'a plus le prestige, la 
puissance qu'il a connus. Le dogme de 
la suprématie blanche n'a plus, aujour- 
d'hui, la même valeur, la même infail- 


litilité. A l'extérieur:et.à l'intérieur des 


Etats-Unis. Je pense qu'un garçon de 
20 ans est plus libre dans sa lutte 
intérieure que je ne l'étais à son Age. 
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Il n'a, plus besoin de faire le méme 
voyage. Peut-être songe.til à aller en 
Afrique ou en Amérique latine, mais 
sans doute pas en Europe, comme je 
l'ai fait, pour me retrouver. Les jeunes 
sont plus à l'aise que nous ne l'étions 
dans nos rapports mutuels. Il nous a 
fallu du temps pour nous accepter entre 
nous, nous aimer entre nous, nous 
libérer de cette espéce de cauchemar. 
L'Express : Comment cela a-t-il été 
possible ? 

J. Baldwin : Il y a plusieurs causes à 
ce changement. La premiére est sans 
doute économique. La misére des an- 
nées 30 n'est pas, malgré tout, celle des 
années 50 ou de 1970, Par rapport aux 
autres Américains, les Noirs, dans leur 
ensemble, restent pauvres, défavorisés, 
mais ce n'est plus cette misère que j'ai 
connue et dont il semble que l'on ne 
puisse jamais sortir. Et puis, il y a eu 
la libération africaine, aprés la décolo- 
nisation.

Cela ne liquide pas la génération pré- 
cédente, mais cela me donne, en 
quelque sorte, une nouvelle vie, comme 
des enfants peuvent le faire.

L'Express : Ces jeunes Noirs, ils 
essaient de faire autre chose que ce 
que vous avez fait ? 

1. Baldwin : Oui. Mais cette prise de 
conscience est sortie de quelque. chose 
d'existant.

Despite this, the 
American federal police, the FBI, placed Angela Davis on 
the list of the ten most wanted persons. Press and tele- 
vision gave this case the greatest publicity. President 
Nixon appeared before the American television cameras 
to personally thank Edgar Hoover, chief of the FBI, for 
capturing 'this dangerous woman'. Which means a sort 
of conviction-in-advance. With this he instigated hate 
and enmity against the Afro-American freedom movement as 
never before.

Angela Davis first came te public notice in 1969, when she was dismissed 

from a professorship of philosophy at UCLA, because she was a black woman 
Cammunist. The Califoruia Suprere Court soon ordered her reinstatement, but the 
California Board of Regents again dismissed her because it disliked her off cam- 
pus speeches. By this time the justice of her cause had became apparent and 

the UCLA Faculty Senate voted enough money to pay her salary for a year. while 
she gave her courses at the University. But Angela Davis had become known as 

a militant activist, and ve feel that it is her politics rather than the tenuous 
facts cited by the Grand Jury that were the basis of her indictment. None of 

the allegations of the Grand Jury were in themselves violations of the law. 
Rather, the acticns against Angela Davis seem to have been designed to stam-. 

. pede her into fleeing for her life, thereby permitting the FBI to be used 
against her. 

There is a presumption of innocence supposedly inherent in our society’, which 
far from being extended to Angela Davis has been violated by some authorities 
from President Nixon on down. This young lady is being railroaded, made a 
scapegoat, because she is black, female, and a Communist, in order to intimi- 
date people in our country who are fighting for the rights of black people, for 
peace, for the labor movement. Qhe need be neither black, female nor commun- 
ist to insist on justice and heice freedom for Angela Davis. This has been
